TEACHERS OLD AND NEW 


There is ohe obvious remedy for 
the teacher shortage. It is to adapt 
school schedules so that competent 
former tgachers can come back into 
them for a part of the day. 

The country is full of women who 
taught for a few years successfully, 
and then married and left the school. 
The woman with the family of small 


children is, of course, out of con- 
sideration in this matter. But little 
families grow up swiftly, and al- 


most before the mother has a chance 
to become rusty on her educational 
specialties, her children are them- 
selves going to school. : : 
The mot®er of such a family often 
has two of three: hours a day that 
she could easily and would gladly 
devote to teaching, if a place could 
be made for her in the school sys- 
tem. The full teaching day, with its 


extra work, its red tape of tardy and | 


absent statistics, its secretarily work 
of various sorts, is imposible to her. 
But that work could be done for a 
dozen class rooms by one office wor- 
ker who was not g teacher at all. 
And a dozen teachers giving three 
hours day to intensive .teach- 
ing are ‘probably the equivalent in 
time alone to six teachers on full 
time. ae 

The difference in pedagogical value 
between the results accomplished by 
a dozen mature, experienced teach- 
ers giving their three hours apiece 
to straight teaching unmixed with q'- 
fice work and that of half a dozen 
half-trained and immature  yourfg 
persons, such as the schools are now 
finding themselves forced to hire, 
would be so greatly in favor of the 


SHE CITY HEALTH EXPERT 


Memphis, Tenn., has now added its 
name to the list of cities employing 
an expert to look after the health 
of its citizens. He is to be “super- 
intendent of health,” and is to be 
thoroughly ‘fitted to serve thé city 
not only as health expert, but like- 
wise as a medical engineer and a 
health efficiency man. 


This ts a big job, requiring know- 
ledge of public health and hyygiene, 
Sanitary engineering and _ medical 
training. Memphis shows its for- 
ward looking attitude by requiring 
further that its healths uperintend- 
ent possess a social viewpoint. Hous- 
ing problems and other community 
conditions will lie within his field of 
service, and the broad social outlook 
is considered qute as important as 
technical training nowadays. 


The salary which the ordinance 
grants this Official is not large—only 
$3000 a year. But instead of try- 
ing to secure a skilled and experi- 
enced man for this sum, the enter- 
prising city has persuaded the Uni 
versity of Tennessee to establish a 
new chair of public health, and to 
install the Memphis health super- 
intendent in it as head of the de- 
partment, with additional salary at- 
tached. 

This arrangement has the ‘advan- 
tage also of securing close co-oper- 
ation betweem the city government 
and the state university, offering op- 
portunities for research and study of 
new methods to the municipal or- 
ganization and giving public health 
students at the schoal a good op- 
portunity for practical field work.
